4a; A Proclamation concerning Tynne. 


=—JHereas fozthe well oꝛdering of the Tynne of this Our Realme of 
N 1 England, diuers and {[t1nD2p good Cuſtemes, Tawes, and Ozdt- 
nantes haut bent heerttofoꝛt vled, made, and eſtabliſhed, by the 
/ wiledome of foꝛmer times, amongſt which there hath beenetuer 
ſpeciall care and p2oniſion, that all the laid Tynne ſhould be duely 
eg rought to certaine places ofCoynage,and theretryedand aſſayed 
RAGE 8 5 0 75 and perzed at certaine Ballantes and by weight vſed foz that pur⸗ 
3 poſe, and bpa Stampe 02 Macke oꝛdained fo2 that purpole, ſealed 
and allowed befoze the ſame bee put to ſale within the Land, oꝛ offered to bee Shipped foz 
Foꝛreigne vent. And to that endalſo Our noble Pꝛogenitoꝛs haue beene at charge to erect 
and maintaine certaine Coynage houſes in ſeuerall Townes within Our Counties of Deuon 
and Cornwall, lying Moſt tommodious fo2 the ſaid Copnage, with Ballances and Weights 
there, and Officers and Miniſters attending that ſeruice. At which places at certaine dapes 
of Coynage and poſt-Coynage appointed, ſpetiall Officers ofthe Stannaries doe and haue 
beene wont dnely to attend, to receiue, try,a\ſay,pey3e,copne, ſeale and allow the laid Tynne, 
by ſetting a Marke, Seale, oꝛ Stampe vpon the ſame. 
By which meanes both wee and Our Pꝛogenitoꝛs were lecured of the emption 02 pze- 


emption and Coynage duties of the ſaid Tynne, being ancient and bndoubted hereditarie 
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Renennesannered to Our Crowne in right of Dur Duchie of Cornwall, and alſo the Tynne 
had his iuſt and true aſſay , accozding to the goodneſle and richneſſe of it, that neither Our 
owne Subiects noꝛ others might be defraudedin the buying of the ſame, noꝛ pet the Subtect 
hindered by any vnneceſſary delay in the lawfull Trading and Merchandtzingthereok. 

And whereas out of a Pzincely care to cheriſh and maintaine the Trade and Woꝛking of 
ſuch a wozthie and Staple Commoditte , of ſo much Honour and pꝛolit to this Common⸗ 
wealth, Dur deare Father (of bleſſed memozie) did not long ſince take oꝛder to allow a 
greater pzice foꝛ the woꝛking and making thereof then cuer was giuen befkoze, which We haue 
hither-vnto continued, 

And Our laid late Father in His like time by ſad adnice, did ſettle the Tynne buſineſſe 
in a moꝛe oꝛderly and better courle then euer bekoꝛe it was, alwell fo2 the bencfit of Us, being 
then Pꝛinte, as fo2 the contentment and ſatisfaction of Our louing Subtects, the Merchants 
and Pewtererscf London aud other places. 

Pet neuertheleſle We arc info. med, That by the ſecret p2actice and combination of ſund2y 
ill minded and conetous owners and woꝛkemen of the ſa:d Tynne and Tynne wozks,a great 
part of the laid Tynne hath beene heeretofoze, and daily is bought and ſold, recetued, deliue⸗ 
red, and carried away vncopued, alwell in Ships andother Uellells, which vnder colour of 
comming to buy Coꝛniſh Slate and Stone and ſuch like occaſions, vpon the coaſt of Co:nwall, 
doe imbexifl much bncopned Tynne in Blockes, as alſo by Mariners and Seafaring men, 
who buy bp the Tynne in 25arres, cominonly called, Pocket Tynne, of Blowers and Mel⸗ 
ters ol Tpunc and ethers, confrary to che ancient Oꝛdinautes or Our Stannaries afozcſaid, 
to Our pꝛeiudite and wꝛong in Our ſaid Neucnue, and the iſyracing of Our ſaid Commo⸗ 
ditie and abuſc of Our Subiects buping the lame vntrped and not aſſayed. 

In reſpect whereof, as voce might moſt iuſtiy extend the rigour of Our Tawes againſt 
lunpꝛy offenders notoztouſly kaultie in this behalfe, both againſtthe Law and Cuſtome ofthe 
Realnic and of the Stannarics, and againſt Our late deare Fathers Pꝛoclamation, which 
in Our naturall inclination to merty Wee haue fozbozne; Do Wee cannot in Our Paincely 
care of the Common wealth aud Dur owe right, but pꝛouide fo2 redꝛeſſe and refozmation 
of theſe great diſozders foꝛ the tune to come; And finding that the Pꝛoclamation made by 
Our deare detealed Father, hath not w2ought that good effect that was expected We theres 
foꝛe doe by theſe pꝛelents ſtraitely charge and tommand, aſwell all and ſingular Our louing 
Subiects, as all other perlon and perſons whatſoeuer, that none of them pꝛeſume, vpon 
any colour, ſhift, oz pꝛetence whatloeuer, at any time oꝛ times heereaffer, to vtter, ſell, deliuer, 
oꝛ put to ſale, oꝛ to receiue, hip, carry, land, oz contract foꝛ any Blacke Tynne vnblowne, but 
luch as cauſe the ſame to bee taſt, melted downe, and blowne and bꝛought to the place of Coy- 
nage, befoꝛe it be ſold foꝛ vſe, noꝛ to ſell giue, barter, oꝛ vtter any White Tynne, oꝛ Caſt Tynne 
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befoze it bee firſt Coynedand Stamped with Our Seale 02 Marke appointed foꝛ that pur⸗ 
poſe, as afozeſaid, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture aſwell of the ſaid Tynne , and other condigne pu- 
niſhment incaſe of land carriage, as alſo of confiſcation of the Ships, Hopes, Barques, 
Lighters, and other Ueſſells whercin any ſuch pꝛohibited Tynne ſhall bee ſhippedoz laden 
foꝛ tranſpoztation contrary to the intendment of this Dur Pꝛoclamation, and alſo vpon 
paine ot Our high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch further penalties, fozfeitures , and puniſhments 
in both caſes,as by the Statutesand Oꝛdinantes of Dur ſaid Stannaries,ozany otherLaw 
oꝛ Statute whatſoeucr, oꝛ by the cenſure of Pur high Court of Starre-Chamber, foz dif- 
obeying this Our Royall Commandement and Jniunction , oz otherwiſe map bee inflicted 
vpon the offendersin this behalfe. 

Giuing all Our louing Subietts to know, that any toleration o2 fozbearance foꝛ the time 
paſtſhall bee ſo farre from tuſtifying oꝛ warranting the like abuſes to bee continued in time to 
tome, as contrarywile it hall aggrauate the fault thereof in reſpect of Our fozmer clemencie, 

And whereas Wee are giuen to vnderſtand, that there are certatne wandzing Pettie⸗ 
Chapmen , and Tinkers and others haunting much about the Tynne-wozkes and plates of 
melting of Tynne , who doe make it a vſgall Trade to buy and barter Blacke Tynne by the 
Bowle, and White Tynne vncopned by the pound weight, oꝛ other ſmall quantitie, and ſo 
doe carry the ſame from the ſaid places, to certaine pꝛiuate plates of receipt, till hauing gotten 
by this bnlawfull meanes ſome ſtoze together, they vent oꝛ ſpend the ſaid Blacke Tynne bes 
foꝛe it be blowne, and ſell the ſaid u8hite Tynne befoꝛe it be Copnecd, by ſea 02 byland where 
they finde beſt Chapmen, to the pzetudice of Us and Our loning Subiects as afozeſaid : 

Our will and pleaſure is, and wee ſtraitely charge and command all and ſinguter Our 
Juſtices of Peace,and all the Officers and Miniſters of the Stannaries, and others whom it 
ſhall oꝛ may concerne, befoze whom any ſuch Tinker, Pettic-Lhapman, oz other perſon of- 
fending ſhall bee bzonght, diligently to examine and finde out, where, and of whom hee had 
the laid pꝛohibited Tynne White oꝛ Blacke found with him, and where and to whom hee 
meant oꝛ intendedtoſell the lame, oꝛ hath Heerctofoze ſold any other of like ſqgt : Andaſwell 
the ſaid Tinkers and Pettie-Lhapmen, as all other perſons who ſhall bee found pꝛiuie to the 
buying oꝛ ſelling, recetutng, delinering, oz bartering of the ſaid Tynne Blacke oz White, as 
afoꝛeſaid, to tommit to Our Gaole of the Stannarie of that Countie where they ſhall bee ta⸗ 
ken, and other wile to puniſh them accozding to the Lawes, Cuſtomes, and Oꝛdinantes of 
Dur Stannaries, as the qualitie and nature of the offence ſhall by the Lawes and Sta⸗ 
tutes of this Realme deſerue, and fo: contempt of OurRoyall Commandement and Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation in this behalte. 

And where wee haue lately granted to ſome of Our louing Subietts the emption oz pꝛe⸗ 
emption of Tynne, during a terme vnexpired, and koꝛ reliefe of pooꝛe Pewterers of the Citie

of London haue pzoutded, That if the ſald Leſſees oꝛ Farmozs ſhall be minded to tranſpoꝛt any 
LynneinSarres, they ſhall imploy the ſaid Pewterers of London, oꝛ ſome of them that Our 
ſaid Farmoꝛs ſhallnominate foz the caſting of Tynne out of Blockes into Barres, at ſuch 
places as Mee ſhall appoint, and in default of ſuch appointment, at ſuch places as Our laid 
Farmozs ſhall appoint : Sithente which time many haue pzeſumed to caſt Tynne into 
Baͤrres, both in the Counties of Cornwall and Dcuon and elſewhere , whichis a meanes that 
a great part thereof is the moze eaſily conueyed from place to place and vented befoze the 
Copnage thereok, and others then Our Farmers haue oppoꝛtunitie to tranſpozte the ſame, 
contrary to Our agreements made with them: Wee doe ſtraitelp tnhibite all perſons that 
none of them, other then ſuch of the Pewterers of Our Citie of London as ſhall bee nomt- 
nated by the Farmozsof che emption oz pꝛeemption of Tynne, koꝛ the time being, doe pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to caſt any Tynne into Barres, and that none of them caſt any Tynne into Barres 
but in the Citie of London, And that in the ſame Citie none bee lo caſt but in ſuch houſes 
and places of melting as ſhall bee deſigned oꝛ allowed of by Our ſayd Farmozs, vpon the 
paines to bee inflicted vpon contemners of Our Commands in Our Court of Dtarre- 
Chamber and otherwile,
